Remembering and Thinking 


By V. W. St. Hohn 


in the Mona Evening Star 


If there was t-ver a time when the people of Arkan- 


sas—and this applies with especial force to Polk county 
—should use their memories and do some serious think- 
ing that time is today—now. 


Not many years ago—it is very fresh in the memor- 


ies of most of us—we wore pioneers in seeking for bet- 
tor things in way of roads, which also meant schools, 
churches and every day life. As pioneers' we used tho 
best tools in way of laws that then could be had, and wo 
led the way in road building with those poor tools and 
according to our best lights. Soon wo found ourselves 
with »ome roads—they would hardly pass as such today 
—and in a morass of debts that we knew not how to 
meet.At that time we had as our governor one lorn J. 
Terral. We had a legislature willing and anxious to pass 
laws that would relieve us of a road bond burden that 
restod wholly upon our lands. Governor Terral stood 
implacably against any such step, boldly declaring "You 
voted it upon yourselves; now carry it." 


Because of this and other things less excusable if 


not more grievous offenses against the people of tho 
state, Tom J. Terral was defeated, as had been no other- 
Arkansas governor, for a second term. 


John E. Mar\ineau, a man of brilliant mind, with 


integrity, honor and human sympathy, was elected— 
and Arkansas entered into a new epoch in its history. 


One of the very first ideas given full development 


was that of providing that the users of the highways 
should pay for the highways—not the already heavily 
burdened landowners, 


This was brought about by a tax on vehicles of 


transportation and on the fuel used by them. At that 
time Arkansas became a pioneer in the newer and bet- 
ter system of road building, and it is interesting that 
during the few years following, to a great degree, each 
and every state of the Union has followed in the way so 
well marked by Governor Martineau. 


To carry thru his splendid plan Governor Martineau 


selected four men, each of proven ability and standing 
in his own line—a newspaper man, a real estate man. a 


i capitalist and a planter. And, with a fifth man chosen 
! by the people, a program was builded on the plans pf 


Governor Martineau that has proven itself efficient in 
tho eyes of all who really seek to know—in fact, such a 
program as .has placed Arkansaa well to the forefront 
among air the states, and this despite its lower rating 
in wealth and its greater difficulties because millions of 
highway indebtednes lifted from the land, of innumer- 
able water courses, of mountain and swamp and of 
devastating floods. Despite all the1 handicaps, and the , 
fact that only three years had elapsed up to July 1, 1930. 
since this program has gotten under way, any man who 
travels over his state can but know that near miracles 
have been wrought. 


And, just a word—most of DKe cost has been paid 


by the tax on gasoline, and it is firmly believed that it 
can be readily demonstrated that this tax has not cost 
the user of the roads a cent. 


But what has Tom J. Terrel and his crowd been 


'hung all this time? 


Opposed to the Martineau program 
in the first 


place, that crowd has let no opportunity pass to seek its 
destruction. It has been attacked in season and out of 
season. The principles of the program having been 
overwhelmingly approved by the people, its enemies— 
the same old crowd—devotes its attention to finding 
fault with its administration and its administrators. Be 
cause of the utter and absolute impossibility that such 
a vast enterprise can be carried through to suit each 
section of the state and each individual in the state, mal- 
contents are studiously sought out and stirred up and 
organized into a force of disruption—the one hope of 
the gang of discredited politicians behind the move be- 
ing to get the builders of Arkansas Out and themselves 


Of course they are not so foolish as to declare for 


again dumping the highway bonds back on the land. 
But what i.s there in their past conduct to lead anyone to 
think they would care if this was to come about? Doubt- 
less they would be even glad to see it if they could so 
manage as to throw the blame on someone else, and per- 
haps a little extra power and profit to themselves. 


. And it is not in their minds or souls to believe that 


any men are big enough or unselfish enough to give the 
very best in their lives to the upbuilding of their state. 
They have no such instinct themselves. In fact they 
know they would not do such a thing, and on that basis 
they seek to convince others that the present highway 
commissioners, first selected by Governor MarUneau to 
carry out this great program, and then retained on the 
job for that very purpose by Governor Parnell, are un- 
lit and should be replaced by men of another sort—men 
of like minds with Terral, et al. 


Now don't make a mistake here. Terral tried a sec- 


ond time two years ago and has .shown that he cannot 
again be governor of Arkansas. I5ut he is an ardent sup- 
porter of young Brooks Hays, just as Hays has for 
years been a supporter of Terral in his ambitions and 
doings. And just how, remembering his pa.st record, 
would the people of Arkansas enjoy having Terral ami 
three others of his sort placed in charge of the highway 
department of Arkansas? This is far from unreasona- 
ble, and is entirely possible and is talked over the state 
as probably what will happen if Hays should be elected 
as governor. 


To assert that it would be a joy to the crowd of Out* 


is easy and certain. That is the very sort of thing they 
seek. 


But how about the taxpayers and the people who 


want Arkansas to advance in all1 good things?

Superintendent of Prison 


Advocates Use of Loud 


Speaker System 


SPRINGFIELD, 111., July 31 .-(UP) 


—State prisons and reformatories in 
Illinois will 
all be equipped with 


radios within the near future accord- 
ing to recent announcement by Col. 
Frank D. Whipp, state superintendent 
of prisons. 


The radios will be used both for 


entertainment purposes as well as to 
increase the efficiency of prison man- 
agement, Whipp said. The prisons at 
Joliet 
and 
Pontiac, 
according 
to 


Whipp, are already equipped wilh 
radios and loud speaker sets. 


The sets are used by prison wardens 


in giving messages to prisoners, Whipp 
said, and because of the hookup it is 
possible to give a message to all of 
the prisoners 
simultaneously. 


The last prison to be equipped is 


the one at Chester in southern Illi- 
nois. Orders were issued recently for 
the purchase of 20 loud speakers and 
an electric phonograph which is cap- 
able of automatically playing 20 rec- 
ords without having to be adjusted. 


Installation of the radio in Illinois 


state prisons, Whipp said, does not 
mean that officials are "coddling" the 
prisoners. 


The radio, he said, is operated from 


a central point in the prison and the 
loud speakers placed at such spots 
where they will be of easy access to 
the ears of the! convicts in the cells. 
No loud speakers are located in cells.

Routings Listed 
For Farmers Week 


Hempstead County Will 


Have Large Delegation 


In Attendance 


FAYETTEVILLE, Ark., July 31.— j 


The bes\ routes from all directions of j 
the state and their scenic attractions 
have been prepared for farmers who 
will tour to the 12th annual Farmers' 
Week which convenes h.ere at the 
University of Arkansas 
College of 


Agriculture August 5, by the state 
highway department. 


It is recommended that traffic from 


the northern and northeastern part of 
the stale from cities such as Jones- 
boro, Paragould, Walnus Ridge, etc., 
take highways No.'s 63, 9, and 
12. 


This route crosses the Black river at 
Powhatan and enters the foothills of 
the Ozarks. 
This 
route 
also goes 


through Hardy and Mammoth Springs, 
which places are recreational centers 
for that section of the slate. 


A suggested alternate route goes 


i through Harrisburg 
and 
Newport, 


! crosses the White river at Batesville 
', over the new free bridge, thence over 


graveled roads through the National 


Forest. On this route, second class or 
tributary highways are taken to Mel- 
bourne, to Mt. Home, and follows the 
winding White river. The Ozark Na- 
tional Forest offers fishing in Syla- 
more creek which is not surpassed. 


Traffic from Lee, St. Francis, Phil- 


lips. Crittenden, and Cross counties 
can cither go through Little Rock and 
on to Fayetteville over Highway No 
64, 23. and 16. or the previously de- 
scribed northern route may be taken 
which affords more scenic attractions. 


Traffic southeast of Little Rock, in- 


cluding Lake Village, Pine Bluff, Mon- 
ticello, 
and 
Stuttgart, should 
go 


through Little Rock and from there 
they may take a northern route over 
Highway No. 65 and 12 through Har- 
rison. This route is somewhat longer 
but it goes through the foothills of the 
Ozarks along the Buffalo river which 
rises 45 miles west of the new Buffalo 
river bridge and flows through a very 
rugged territory. The temperature in 
this part of the state is generally ten 
to twelve degrees lower <than that of 
the rest of the state. This route is on- 
ly recommended to those who wish 
to get off the beaten path. The al- 
ternate route from Little Rock for 
traffic from the southeast part of the 
state is offered over paved roads from 
Ccmvny to Ozark on Highway No. 07 
thence over graveled Highway ....o. 23 
which skirts the eastern edge of the 
Ozark National Forest. 


Another route for 
the 
southern 


farmers goes from Pine Bluff to Hot 
Springs'over a mai ntraveled, griv- 
eled highway, thence to Mt. Ida and 
Mulberry. This route goes through 
Hot Sprnigs National Park and the 
Ouachita National Forest on Highway 
No. 6. which is dotted with rest camps 
inns, sanitariums, and other rest re- 
sorts. The Caddo and Ouachita rivers 
run through this section and Highway 
No. 6 follows the watersheds which di- 
vide these two rivers from that of 
Saline rix-er. 


From El Dorado, Camden, Magnolia 


Fordyce, and the south central part 
of the state n choice of three routes is 
offered which concerge at Arkadel- 
phia. From there Highway ....o. 8 is 
followed which parallels No. 6 through 
the southern edge of the Arkansas Na- 
tional Forest to Mena, and thence on 
Highway No. 71 to Fort Smith. 


Traffic from Louisville, Hope, Tex- 


arkann, and DeQueen should be rout- 
ed over Highways No. 4, 32, and 41. 
which converge at DeQueen, thence 
on Highway No. 71 to Mena, Waldron, 
and Fort Smith, the highway 
from 


Mena to Waldron passing through a 
beautiful wooded country.

To Pay Poll Tax 


Hollensworth of Ouachita 


County Says Matter 


Slipped His Mind 


LITTLE ROCK, July 31.—Represen- 


tative Henry Hollensworth of Bear- 
den, Ouachita county, recently elimin- 
ated from the Congressional race in 
the Seventh district when it was dis- 
covered that he had failed to pay his 
poll tax, was in Little Rock Wednes- 
day and explained 
his failure to 


qualify. 


He said he was more surprised than 


anybody else possibly could have been 
when the matter was called to his at- 
tention, and htat he felt greatly hu- 
miliated at the oversight because this 
will be the first time he hais failed to 
vote since he was 21. He said he did 
not so much regret being eliminated 
from the Congresisonal race, although 
he believed he would have been nomi- 
nated, as much as he did the impres- 
sion his friends might receive that he 
wilfully failed to pay his poll tax. 


Mr. Hollensworth said he went to 


the collector's office at the usual tax- 
paying time to pay poll taxes for four 
of his sons who had sent money to him 
for that purpose, and that U|xm learn- 
ing that the time for paying taxes had 
been extended he paid their polls and 
his own personal lax, but thought he 
might as well use the poll tax dollar 
for some other purpose and pay that 
tax later. The matter slipped his mind 
thereafter until it was called to his 
attention by an official last week, he
